Speakers at the good roads congress in Rochester, 


N. Y., strongly urged the employment of convict la- 
bor in highway construction and repair. This sub- 
'ject is generally considered, of course, in its economic 
aspect and that is very important, too; but the socio- 
logical and moral phases of the subject are of equal 


if not of exceeding importance. 


It cannot be gainsaid that a legal system for em- 


ployment of convict labor in highway construction and 
maintenance is calculated'to promote the building of 
good roads and of keeping them in repair. The fact 
that such labor makes highway construction cheaper 
and the fact that there is scarcely any other useful 
avenue for the employment of this labor would make 
the turning of it to public account at least highly de- 
sirable if not imperative. There would be little more 
expense in maintaining convicts at such labor than in 
maintaining them in idleness in a prison, while the 
labor they might perform would be almost total gain 


for the state. 


But the convicts themselves are of more import- 


ance than even good roads. Outdoor toil would be 
salutary for the greater number of them. It would 
teach habits of labor to men who in vast numbers of 
cases have turned to crime as a means of escaping the 
necessity to toil. It would give them health and devel- 
op in them not only the capacity but the willingness to 
work for an honest living.
